The 1973 County Grand Jury was 
sharply criticized Monday in a 
unique give and-take session with 
the Board of Supervisors. 
A interim report of the 19-member 
grand 
jury 
calling 
on 
the 
supervisors 
to 
request 
ailing 
veteran County Clerk J. E. (Jack) 
Lewis to resign and authorize 
reorganization of the county clerk s 
office came under fire from several 
directions. 


The 
supervisors 
unanimously 
voted to commend Lewis for his 37 
years as county clerk, and to file the 
report without implementing any of 
the grand jury’s recommendations. 
It was a double blow at an August 
institution whose members, except 
for

Richards, sat together at the rear of 
the hearing room and listened in 
silence to a barrage of criticism 
directed at it, 
“Credibility of the Grand Jury has 
been 
somewhat 
strained,” 
said 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa 


Maria He added that "many people 
feel the grand jury did not act 
without some undue influence from 
Judge Dodson" (Presiding Judge 
Floyd Dodson >.

merely filed, was approved, said 
there 
seemed 
some 
evidence 
"people were working behind the 
scenes to achieve a political purpose 
and to use you on the grand jury to 
accomplish that.”

—the man posted as the lookout for 
the burglars the night of the June 17, 
1972 raid —had alerted authorities. 
Hunt said Baldwin had “ intimate 
ties” to some Democrats. 
Hunt’s allegations were promptly

commission to reject the bid of the 
Freddy Fast Gas Service Station at 
1216 E. Ocean Ave., to sell the 
bottled beverages from an unused 
portion of its property. 
This specific request for sale of' 
alcoholic bottle goods is not a 
permitted use in the area’s Highway 
Commerical designation and such 
use may 
also conflict with 
the 
commission's strict 
definition 
“ service station,” according to City 
Attorney James Longtin. 
Longtin said on the other hand 
that if the station operator comes in 
and asks for a conditional use 
permit for the sales operation, the 
commission may have to grant it.

alcoholic beverage sale request on

grounds

HOUSTON (U PI) -The Skylab 2 
astronauts closed their big home in 
space today to end man’s longest 
spaceflight with a late afternoon 
splashdown in the Pacific Ocean. 
Splashdown was set for 6:20 p m. 
EDT for Alan L. Bean, Owen K. 
Garriott and Jack R. Lousma after 
59 days, 11 hours and 9 minutes and 
24.4 million miles orbiting earth. 
The pilots carried aboard their 
ferry ship a treasure of information 
about the earth and sun. Space 
officials were confident they had 
opened the way for voyages lasting a 
year or longer. 
The astronauts sealed the main 
hatch to Skylab at 10:25 a.m. EDT, 
and strapped themselves in the

WASHINGTON (U PI) - W. A 
“ Tony" Boyle suffered an apparent 
stroke 10 hours before a hearing on a 
murder charge against him and was 
in critical condition today at George 
Washington Hospital. 


Boyle, 71, former president of the 
United Mine Workers union facing 
multiple charges in the 1969 slaying 
of a rival for the union leadership, 
collapsed at his home in northwest 
Washington just before midnight 
Monday. Nine hours later, a hospital 
spokesman said he had not regained 
consciousness. 
Shortly after 9 a m EDT, doctors 
formally changed Boyle's condition 
from serious to critical. Other 
sources said Boyle’s condition was 
grave, and said his chances of 
surviving were probably "less than 
50-50." 
Boyle had been ordered to appear 
before a federal magistrate at 9:30 
a. m. EDT for hearing on an effort 
by federal authorities to extradite 
him on a murder charge in the Dec

Dangerous 
dynamite 
sought

Authorities hunted today for a cache 
of dynamite, enough to demolish a 
city block, that has apparently 
deteriorated into a dangerous state 
while hidden in a garage in the 
university community of Isla Vista. 
The search was revealed Monday 
night by Sheriff John Carpenter, 
who made a public appeal for help 
from citizens in locating the garage. 
The Sheriff’s Department has 
been looking for the garage since 
Saturday, Carpenter said 
An individual, whose identity is 
unknown, turned over two sticks of 
dynamite to a reserve officer saying 
he bought them at a garage in Isla 
Vista 
He told the reserve officer he 
had seen 12 cases of dynamite, six 
cases of hand grenades and other 
explosives in the garage, Carpenter 
said. 
“ An explosion of this quantity of 
dynamite can completely destroy 
the garage, and cause death within a 
one square block area," the sheriff 
said. 
Carpenter said the reserve officer 
did not get the individual’s name 
and he was not brought in for 
questioning. The man did not tell the 
agent where the garage was located 


The 
two 
sticks 
given 
the 
undercover officer were found to be 
in a "deteriorating and consequently 
unstable condition," he said, and so 
officers believe the entire cache is 
old and dangerous. 
It could explode from heat or 
pressure, 
Carpenter 
warned. 
Although fresh dynamite must be 
fused and detonated to explode, old 
dynamite undergoes a chemical 
breakdown 
and 
becomes 
more 
volatile with age. 
Carpenter pleaded for help from 
Isla Vista residents for information 
on the location of the garage 
"Above all, do not try to move the 
dynamite,” he warned.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Court papers to 
be filed later this week will spell out Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew s position on 
whether

criminal charges, according to one of 
Agnew s lawyers 
When asked Monday by UPI about 
Agnew’s stance on the subject, attorney 
Judah Best said: “ That would be a 
comment in the papers ” 
Best said the papers would be filed in 
U.S. District Court in Baltimore sometime 
this week They will urge the court to block 


an investigation of Agnew on charges of 
extortion, 
bribery, 
tax 
evasion 
and 
conspiracy in connection with an alleged 
political kickback scheme in Maryland. 
Agnew was notified Aug 1 that he was 
under investigation by the government for 
allegedly accepting kickbacks from state 
contractors The probe extends back to the 
years when Agnew was Baltimore County 
executive and Maryland governor before 
he became vice president in 1969 


Agnews 
lawyers 
have 
reportedly 
claimed that their client is not subject to 


criminal prosecution because of his office 
but could only be impeached by Congress. 
Best would not confirm the reports Monday 
and gave no indication what position the 
court papers would take. 
The 
Washington 
Star-News 
quoted 
“ reliable sources” 
Monday as saying 
multimillionaire land investor Joel Kline 
has told federal prosecutors investigating 
the alleged kickbacks that he funneled as 
much as $100,000 in cash to Agnew and 
other Maryland political figures 
The newspaper said Kline, a Chevy 


Chase, Md., businessman, admitted being a 
“ conduit” for the money. 
The 
newspaper 
said 
it could 
not 
determine how much of the $100,000 Agnew 
received, whether he obtained it before or 
after becoming vice president, or whether 
Kline gave the money to Agnew and others 
as political contributions. 
Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson, 
who has ultimate control of the inquiry, 
canceled a scheduled appearance in San 
Antonio, Tex , saying that he was forced to 
do so by “ the most pressing of national 
business.” 


Drive set to move 
abandoned vehicles 


Lompoc city officials hope to begin moving junk and 
abandoned autos off private property next Monday under a 
state program aimed at cleaning up the city by the end of 
March 1974. 
An estimated 125 to 200 cars will be plucked from private 
property before the deadline, according to Dustin Griffith, 
assistant city administrator. Griffith said he will interview 
prospective contractors Thursday. Bids for the right to 
share in the junk auto recycling have come from two 
Lompoc dismantles and from two out-of-city operators, 
Griffith said 
The state will reimburse the city for every auto that is 
picked up, he said 
Meanwhile Lompoc Police Department is tagging the 
care that are earmarked for removal 
Assistance in 
identifying the care comes from a variety of sources but 
principally from personnel that normally serve the street, 
waste disposal or emergency departments of police and 
fire. 
To qualify for the program a car must be deemed to be 
inoperative or abandoned After initial notification and a 
time period for appeal, the auto s serial numbers are 
checked through state motor vehicle departments for a 
history on ownership, the officials said.

A superior court hearing scheduled for today on 
objections to Judge Marion A. Smith s findings in the 
Highway 1 bypass trial has been continued to Oct. 9. 
Court officials said one of the attorneys representing 
opponents to the bypass could not make the court 
engagement today. 
Smith will hear objections to findings of fact included in 
an intended decision issued on Aug. 14. 
Pier and John Gherini representing themselves and the 
Bosio family, and Bruce Sharpe representing Preserve 
Lompoc’s Unique Surroundings and the Homeowners 
Security Alliance, fought an 11-day trial before Judge Smith 
in an effort to block the Division of Highways from 
constructing a five-mile section of freeway to take 
Highway 1 around the city.

In his intended decision, Smith denied the appeal of the 
opponents and in effect ruled in favor of the state. Shortly 
after the decision, the opponents appealed to the appellate 
court which in turn issued a stay of construction.

Gromyko proposes 
Big Five cut 
military spending 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko proposed today that the Big Five 
members of the U N Security Council voluntarily reduce 
their military spending by 10 per cent and use part of the 
funds thus saved to aid developing countries 
“ If everyone agrees to this proposal,” Gromyko said, 
“ and if the General Assembly adopts an appropriate 
resolution, a good useful thing will be done. 
“ We consider it advisable to take as a starting point tor 
the proposed reduction, the level of military budgets for the 
current year oi 1973. The part of the funds released as a 
result of the reduction to be used for rendering assistance 
to developing states could amount, for example, to 10 per 
cent. 
“ Of course, this measure requires the participation of all 
states permanent members of the Security Council without 
exception. It is also desirable that other states possessing 
big economic and military potentials should reduce their 
military budgets, too,” Gromyko said. 
Gromyko, in his annual speech to the U N. General 
Assembly, gave a sweeping review of world affairs, laying 
heavy emphasis on disarmament and declaring that the 
time had arrived to start serious preparations for the world 
disarmament conference proposed by the Kremlin and 
given lukewarn reception by the Western powers.

Paper industry 
labor dispute 
losses revealed 
MONTREAL (U P I) —Labor disputes in eastern Canada’s 
paper industry have caused a production loss of 370,000 tons 
of newsprint and cost the mills $50 million, two industry 
associations said Monday. 
The Canadian Pulp and Paper Association (CPPA) said 
the losses reflected the effects of strikes against three 
major paper companies since late summer. 
The CPPA, which had forecast this year’s production at 
near 10 million tons, has revised its prediction to a 
maximum of 9.3 million tons. 
The Newsprint Information Committee said in New York 
that losses up to Sept. 15 cost the mills $50 million and 
predicted further cost increases as a result of some 
contract settlements calling for 8.5 per cent wage boosts 
and improved fringe benefits. 
Canadian newsprint mills were operating at 95 4 per cent 
capacity when the first strikes began in June. At the peak of 
the strikes, 25 per cent of eastern Canada’s capacity was 
idled and the production loss ran at 6,000 tons a day, the 
committee said. 
In Montreal, negotiations were continuing in contract 
talks aimed at averting further walkouts at five companies 
included in the Eastern Canadian Newsprint Group. 
A spokesman for the United Paperworkers International 
Union would not comment on the talks other than to say 
negotiations are continuing 
At Abitibi Paper Co. Ltd., only one local has yet to 
announce whether it has accepted the company’s proposed 
contract. Results of the voting by the local at Iroquois 
Falls, Ont., have not yet been released. 
Two locals at Thunder Bay, Ont., however, have ratified 
a new contract which they previously rejected Acceptance 
of the pact came after failure to obtain the necessary votes 
fora strike. 
In Saint John. N.B., about 400 employes remain on strike 
against MacMillan Rothesay Ltd., following rejection of a 
new contract offer. MacMillan Rothesay has a daily 
newsprint production of 1,000 tons.

Tough campaign promised 


BUENOS AIRES (U PI) — The Argentine government 
promised a tough “ peace and order” campaign against 
leftist guerrillas Monday following the landslide election of 
Juan D. Peron as the nation’s next president. 
The government, taking Peron’s overwhelming victory as 
a mandate to curb guerrilla activity, outlawed the People’s 
Revolutionary Army, a Marxist commando group which 
had rejected a truce plea by Peronist authorities. 
Officials issued a decree outlawing the guerrilla group 
for its “ campaign of threats, slander and acts of violence 
against the government and its authorities, as well as 
various other institutions.”

SACRAMENTO (U PI) —Gov. Ronald Reagan has taken 
his press secretary, Edwin G. Gray, temporarily off the 
public payroll to coordinate publicity for his Nov. 6 tax 
ceiling ballot measure. 
“ The leave of absence will enable Gray to devote his full­ 
time to the campaign, including helping to counter the 
selfish dishonesty of the opponents who are doing their best 
to mislead the people on this crucial issue,” the governor 
said in a prepared statement. 


No evidence 
SACRAMENTO (U PI) —No evidence of an ancient 
Indian Village or burial ground was uncovered at the 
proposed site of a new governor’s mansion during an 
intensive archaeological exploration, says the state park 
archaeologist. 
Francis 
Riddell 
of 
the 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Department, who personally supervised the two-month dig, 
said Monday, “ I want to stress there is no evidence of any 
cemetery. 
Riddell added, however, a “ relatively limited” quantity 
of artifacts were unearthed at the 11-acre site on a bluff 
overlooking the American River in suburban Carmichael. 


New chance 
JEFFERSO N CITY, Mo. (U PI) -Dr. R. Bernard Finch, 
who served 12 years in prison in California for the murder 
of his wife, won the right Monday to take a state 
examination in December for a new medical license. 
The board had turned him down last May, saying it was 
not in the state’s best interests to allow a convicted 
murderer to re-enter the medical profession. 
Finch, 53, and Carole Tregoff, his former receptionist, 
were sentenced to life imprisonment in 1961 for the 1959 
murder of his wife, Barbara Jean Finch, near the Finch’s 
West Covina, Calif., home. When Finch got out of prison in 
1971 he moved to Eldorado Springs, Mo., and has been 
working in the hospital as an x-ray technician since. 


Hired to kill 
CHICAGO (U PI) — Illinois prison officials said Monday 
an inmate told them he was hired for $5,000 to kill Richard 
Speck, convicted murderer of eight Chicago nurses. 
“ He said he was hired to kill Richard Speck, but he 
wouldn’t say by whom,” a Corrections Department 
spokeswoman said. 
Speck, 31, an itinerant seaman, was convicted of the 1966 
mass murder of eight student nurses in their Chicago dor­ 
mitory. He originally was sentenced to die in the electric 
chair but was resentenced to a 400-1,200-year sentence after 
a U.S. Supreme Court decision in 1972 voided the death 
sentence. 


Parole denied 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The U.S. Parole Board has 


denied parole to former Rep. Cornelius E. Gallagher, D- 
N.J., who has served less than three months of a two-year 
prison sentence for attempting to evade income taxes. 
The board said Monday that the former member of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, a resident of Bayonne, 
N.J., must continue serving his sentence which expires Jan. 
24, 1975. He has been held at the federal prison camp at 
Allenwood, Pa.

LOS ANGELES (tfPI) 
- Municipal 
Judge George W Trammell, who presided 
over what is believed to be the longest jury’ 
trial in U.S. history, thinks two fellow 
judges tried to influence him to “ dump the 
case ” 


The assertion was revealed Monday 
when Trammell released previously sealed 
portions 
of 
the trial 
transcript. 
He 
maintained the secrecy of the portion 
identifying the two judges and describing 
their alleged approach to him 
Trammel said he was referring the 
matter to the state Commission on Judicial 
Qualifications. 


Trammell heard the trial of Lockheed 
Shipbuilding and Construction Co. and 
three of its employes for misdemeanor 
charges of violating industrial safety laws 
in the Sylmar Tunnel explosion that killed 
17 men The trial lasted more than a year 
In the transcript of an irK'hambers 
session, 
unsealed 
Monday, 
Trammell 
talked to lawyers for both sides about the 


alleged approach 
He said “ the prosecution should be 
screaming their heads off that someone 
was trying to influence the trial judge to 
quote, dump the case...” 
There was a discussion of whether the 
judge should disqualify himself but he did 
not. saying the incident would not affect his 
impartiality 
It was indicated in the transcript that the 
two unidentified judges tried to influence 
Trammell to dismiss the charges based on 
a bill passed by the legislature that 
changed the definition of an employer 
The defense had asked for dismissal on 
that ground Trammell denied the request, 
ruling the law on which it was based was 
unconstitutional 
Trammell was quoted in the transcript 
as saying there was “ no question about 
it. there is only one way, I think, one 
reasonable way, to interpret that, and that 
it is trying to infringe, trying to influence a 
judge on a decision he is going to make.”

Occasionally I find myself in the position of a conserva­ 
tive. nay. a reactionary. 


It happened again after reading a long article on the 
' problem'' of sex stereotyping in classrooms which, the New 
York Times reports, has persisted despite the best efforts of 
militant feminists.

Before the publishing industry turns itself upside down 
looking for stories about female mechanics or female barten­ 
ders. or female whatevers. let s establish just how high up 
on the list of “ must rectify immediately 
sexism in the 
classroom really is. 


Here in my opinion, is a short list of problems that decide- 
lv take precedence over the one currently in vogue with cer­ 
tain feminists: 


1. Hunger. I'm more worried about the little girl suffering 
from malnutrition than the one who finds “ Dick' in her first 
grade primer to be a budding chauvinist and “ Jane 
an Aunt 
Doris (feminist lingo for female Uncle Tomi. 


2. Inadequate housing Rats — not the oppressive male 
homo sapiens variety but the disease-bearing rodent variety 
are more dangerous to little girls than pictures of mommies 
baking cakes and daddies at the office. 


3. Unemployment. A welfare subsistence, where the aver­ 
age monthly allowance for each additional child is $35 per 
month, is more detrimental to little girls than history books 
which fail to mention the importance of Susan B. Anthony. 


4 Inadequate and overpriced health care. A mom or dad 
whose medical bills deplete the family budget, whose un­ 
treated ailments affect employment and family relations are 
more damaging to a little girl than books which show women 
as nurses and men as doctors.

Would all those girls who 
joined Charles Manson s “ Family” have been driven to such 
a desperate and disturbed clan it they had a sense of kinship 
within their own families and communities" 


When those tive problems are on the way to being solved 
or even tackled, then I will begin to devote my problem- 
solving hours to ending sex stereotyping in the U.S. class­

Large sea bass 
stage a run

Salmon fishing is still on the spotty side Not many 
anglers are out after them Most fisherman take about an 
hour to troll, and with no luck, proceed to the rocky areas 
and soon get limits of fish just as good to eat as the 
Chinooks. 
At the moment there is a run of white sea bass, and fish 
up to 40 pounds are most uncommon Some have even been 


taken by pier fishermen, but many are lost account of being 
hard to gaff from a pier. 
Albacore are still a long way from home, but the boats 
from Port San Luis Sportsfishing are going out daily. They 
report that the water is very choppy at times and the fish 


scatter. But in the main, the school is stiil there. The 
largest albacore caught todate was a 4.3-pounder taken by 
Jerry Sato of Arroyo Grande. 
The most uncommon take, what is called a double, was 
an albacore of 22 pounds well-hooked, and another 23- 
pounder that got mixed up in the line, and was what one 
might called lassoed! This event was recorded by Haruo 
Two of Garden Grove, aboard the “ Marauder. ” 
So the albacore are still with us, but do not yet show any 
signs of coming in any closer. Some of the larger boats are 
working about 20 miles out, with hopes of getting stragglers 
from the main school 
Further south, Fred Benko, who operates the SEA 
Landing out of Santa Barbara, called to say that the 
“ Islander” was taking capacity loads, and working the 
Channel Islands around Santa Rosa and San Miguel Islands. 
A few white sea bass have been noted in the sacks, which 
also include calico and sand bass. 
Fishing out of San Simeon still holding up, but will stop 
between October and April. The State Dept, of Parks and 
Beaches is calling for bids on a concession at the pier, 
which will no doubt be in effect for next fishing season. 
Presumably a restaurant and tackle shop will be in the 
deal. Virg Moore, who operated the boats at present, will 
probably be in one the deal. 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Some local anglers just got back from a fishing trip to 
Lake Cachuma and said that the catfishing was great. In 
fact, it was the highlight of the trip Bass fishing fair, but 
what was lost in quantity was made up for in quality, with 
fish up to six pounds being caught on deep running lures 
Lopez Lake reports that bass fishing is picking up, 
especially in the Wittenberg Arm area, with fish in the five- 
pound class not uncommon. Crappie are now hitting, with 
fairly large ones being caught. Where they came from is 
anyones guess, as last year saw very few of them. But now 
they are really there. Anyway one looks at it, a crappie is 
not to be despised as far as eating is concerned. They are 
about the best of the sun fish as far as eating is concerned. 
They are about the best of the sun fish variety. However, 
there are still lots or redear, perch, and bluegill to be had! 
HUNTING 
Hunter Ligget Military Reservation will be open for wild 
pig hunting from September 29 to March 31. It will be open 
weekends and federal holidays unless military exercises 
are held. 250 hunters will be allowed on the reservation at 
any one time, on a first-come first-served basis with a $3 
fee. A hunting license is required, with a daily bag limit of 
one pig. The pigs in this area are part of the original' 
Russian strain imported many years ago. 


The sage grouse season of two days and a one-bird limit, 
was no doubt the reason why the hunter turnout was small 
An estimated 450 hunters bagged 161 birds. To remove 
temptation of going for a second day, personnel at the 
check stations punch-marked the licenses of successful 
hunters! 
The cost of trap shooting went up sharply last month, 
when a San Bernardino man bagged the wrong bird Seems 
this individual was ready to try his skill at the “ clay ” birds, 
when a flight of doves flew across the range. The 
temptation was too much, and he dropped a real bird with a 
perfect shot. Unfortunately one of the witnesses was an off- 
duty game warden, who promptly cited him for taking a 
dove out of season. The fine was $65. 


There is an insidious effort to stop bow hunting in Los 
Angeles county. If made an ordinance, it could be the start 
of a movement to eventually outlaw all hunting in the state. 
There are many enemies of hunting.

Consumer affairs 


The consumer has plenty to complain 
about these days what with product 
deficiencies, planned obsolescence and the 
continuing spectre of inflation and rising 
costs. In some areas, the more costs go up, 
the less reliable the product or service 
becomes. Not everyone has the resources 
to beat down the doors of the bad 
suppliers, nor have many of us the time or 
energy to correct petty annoyances. But 
the State Department of Consumer Affairs 
is in business to attempt to keep the 
consumer happy. 
They think they are doing a good job. 
Director John Kehoe reported last week 
that the department saved California 


consumers $2.75 million in fiscal 1972-73, a 
“ conservative 
estimate” 
because 
savings were not computed on many 
complaints that were resolved. 
The department handled a total of

81,958 complaints in the I isea 1 year. Either 
more things are going wrong or more 
people are 
learning about 
Consumer 
Affairs 
because 
the 
previous year's 
complaints were just over half of the 1972- 
73 figure. 
Investigations instigated by complaints 
numbered 133,678. Kehoe reported. The 
department’s disciplinary activies, which 
may 
include any action intended to 
eliminate unlawful practice or to bring 
about compliance with the law, numbered 
55,364. 
Of this category, 2,630 cases were 
referred tor prosecution The majority of 
disciplinary actions involved citations and 
notices of violation and cases in which 
compliance 
was 
ordered 
by 
the 
department and subsequently obtained. 
It appears that the Consumer Affairs 
Department of the State is becoming more 
effective as the years go by. 


Abajo Allende 


Concerning 
the 
overthrow 
of 
Allende, a few observations: 
1. The Left will say that Allende’s 
experiment 
with 
democratic 
socialism .was frustrated by the 
middle class. That is in part true. 
And why should it not be? 
The middle class in Chile is 
composed not so much of copper 
tycoons and bankers, but of men of 
modest economic achievement — 
farm ers, 
store-owners, 
professionals, truck-owners. It is no 
part of any plausible morality to 
suggest that farmers don’t have the 
right to resist the occupation of 
their land, which is what happened 
in many parts of Chile by roving 
bands 
of 
free-enterprise 
nationalizes. Or that professionals 
should not object to an inflation rate 
of 300 per cent which makes 
economic life as easy as under the 
Weimar Republic. Or that truck- 
owners — it was they who were the 
proximate cause of the strike that 
brought Allende down — should 
subject gracefully to extinction 
There 
were 
upwards of 50,000 
privately 
owned 
truck units in Chile, 
so that the sugges­ 
tion that it was a 
monopoly business 
is 
about 
as 
persuasive as the 
suggestion that the 
Hilton 
motels 
in 
America 
are 
a 
monopoly business. 
They simply did not want to give up 
their 
trucks 
in 
return for 
a 
government bond with Allende’s 
face engraved on it, or even Pablo 
Neruda s If one believes in the right 
to strike under any circumstances, 
it is hard to imagine a better cause 
for striking than the threat that your 
business will be seized 
2. In the summer of 1971, Chou 
En-lai 
gave 
an 
extra dinary 
interview to a Mexican publisher, in 
which he said among other things 
that although the Maoists wished 
Allende success, they were not in 
the least confident that he would be 
successful. Because, said Chou, 
socialism 
is not 
midwifed 
by 
parliamentary means. 
What Chou was saying is what 
conservatives have been saying 
throughout 
the 
length of 
this 
century, 
or 
since 
1917. 
That 
democratic socialism of the hard 
variety is 
a pretty paradox that 
sounds nice at meetings of the 
Ethical Culturu Society, but doesn’t 
work in the streets. The victory of 
Allende at the polls, at which of 
course he achieved a plurality not a 


majority, 
was 
hailed 
by 
the 
socialists as democracy at full gait 
Very soon it transpired that the kind 
of freedom Allende would indulge 
hardly 
fitted 
ACLU 
standards. 
There was a near government 
monopoly over radio and television, 
blatant economic pressures on the 
opposition 
press, 
and 
the 
universities were totally dominated 
by the left. 


Even so, Allende proved to be too 
tolerant. One does not know whether 
he did not use all the power he had to 
snuff out the opposition, or whether 
he declined as a matter of principle 
to do so. One inclines to the former 
position if only because of Allende’s 
expressed enthusiasm for more 
efficient dictators, notably Castro in 
Cuba, and the oligarchs in Russia. 
Either way, it appears that Chou 
and the conservatives are right: you 
cannot 
have 
thoroughgoing 
socialism, without thoroughgoing 
repression. 


3. Concerning the fate of Allende 
and its implications for the future, a 
considerable 
amount 
hangs 
on 
whether in fact he committed 
suicide. If he was slaughtered, the 
Allende cult will thrive off martvr’s

juice. If he committed suicide, his 
gesture will have the impact of 
Mishima, i. e., not very much. 
During the 20 s and thirties, when 
many countries in Latin America 
underwent stormy revolutions, the 
widespread 
practice 
was 
to 
announce that a political prisoner 
had been shot “ while attempting to 
escape ’ — the so-called ley de fuga. 
One 
cynical 
Venezuelan 
police 
commissioner, sated with cant, 
announced as regards one romantic 
prisoner that he had been “ poisoned 
while trying to escape ” We will 
presumably learn in due course how 
in fact Allende came to the end. and 
it will make a difference. 
4. As a visual matter, the end of 
the Allende regime hits the mind as 
a kind of street- fighting counter­ 
revolution. 
Here were not the 
scheming capitalists operating from 
a 
foreign 
country, 
or 
cool 
jackbooted Junkers taking over the 
reins from an intimidated public. 
What we saw were hundreds upon 
thousands of men and women 
demanding an end to the regime that 
had brought repression, poverty, 
inflation, chaos, and fratricidal 
strife It was the rejection by the 
people of what in Chile they call El 
Marxismo. Nice symbol.

Shell game 


Despite the syrupy assurances 
given by legislative leaders in 
promoting the passage of the ballot 
proposition creating the two year 
legislature, the lawmakers are back 
treating the public to the same old 
shell game. 
The two year session, it was 
promised, 
would 
make 
the 
legislature 
more 
efficient. 
Efficiency, 
like 
motherhood 
is 
something everyone is for. At least 
no one ever speaks out against it. 
Exactly where it fits into the 
processes of a deliberative body has 
never been made quite clear. What 
the leaders intended the public to 
think 
it 
meant 
was 
that the 
legislature would take more time to 
consider proposals. With two years 
to study new laws there would no 
longer be any excuse for the last 
minute passage of hastily prepared 
bills. 
Constitutional 
provisions 
then, 
and now, require all bills undergo a 
thirty day waiting period after 
introduction. That is to give the 
people time to scrutinize the bills 
before 
any 
action 
is 
taken. 
Following that the bills are heard by 
the committees, the public is given 
an opportunity to express support or 
criticisms, amendments are worked 
out to meet the objections and the 
votes are taken. 
In the past, as time grew near to 
the closing of a session, one would 
often see an innocuous one page bill 
suddenly blossom into a multi-page 
document so complex it would take 
a battery of Philadelphia lawyers 
weeks to figure out. 
This 
was 
done 
by 
shoving 
amendments into a bill which had 
survived committee processing and 
was near to final passage. It was a 
means 
of 
circumventing 
the 
committees and thus the public. It 
was agreed by nearly all that it was 
not a desirable practice. The leaders 
pledged that under the two year 
session it wouldn't be permitted. 
But as the first part of the first 
two year session drew to a close it 
did happen. Not once but numerous 
times. Again it was a case of “ now 
you see it, now you don’t.” 
One bill seized upon was a little 
senate bill which didn’t do much. 
For that 
reason 
it had little 
difficulty 
moving 
through 
committees and senate passage. 
Scheduled for assembly committee 
hearing in the final hours of the 
session, administrative officials got 
the 
author 
to 
offer 
some 
amendments. 


All that the amendments would 
have done was rewrite the building 
standards. It would have affected 
every builder in every county in the 
state. While the committee adopted 
the amendments it backed away 
from the original plan of hearing the 
bill 
even 
before 
the 
lengthy 
amendments were in print for 
everyone to see. 


Another example of this kind of 
operation 
involved 
SB 
238 
by 
Senator 
Alfred 
Alquist. 
The 
measure related to regulations for 
the siting of power plants. It had 
been 
thoroughly 
reviewed 
by 
committees in the Senate and was 
approved as a workable plan. It was 
passed to the assembly. 


Meanwhile Assemblyman Charles 
Warren had authored a bill much 
more 
far 
reaching. 
Although 
vigorously opposed by the utility 
companies 
it 
had 
passed 
the 


assembly but was bottled up in a 
senate committee. 
In a fast maneuver, Warren 
hijacked 
the 
Alquist 
bill 
and 
amended in what was thought to be 
the provisions of his stymied bill. 
Examination however showed that 
while the amendments were similar 
there 
were 
significant 
new 
provisions. 
So again the public is being 
treated to a fast shuffle with hastily 
prepared legislation. 


Regardless of the merits of a 
legislative bill, the public is entitled 
to a full blown hearing. This is what 
the committee system is intended to 
provide. This is what the leaders 
have promised. 


It serves little purpose to have 
open committee hearings, roll calls 
and all the rest if the bills which are 
finally 
passed 
bear 
only 
a 
coincidental resemblance to those 
which were carefully reviewed by 
the committees.

example that his SB 
400 which is no on 
the governor’s desk

writing “ is the full 
extent of how far 
the state will go” on 
collective 
bargaining 
for 
teachers. The bill 
would 
repeal the 
Winton 
Act 
that 
has 
governed 
relations 
between 
school boards and 
their 
representatives for years. Under the 
Winton Act, the two parties “ meet 
and confer” rather than negotiate 
and Moscone’s legislation maintains 
that posture. More 
importantly 
however, SB 400 would continue the 
ban on teacher strikes as violating 
state laws against work stoppages 
by public employes, would generate 
the collective bargaining climate, 
while denying the concept of binding 
arbitration. The board could still 
take unilateral action according to 
my understanding from Moscone’s 
comments. 
All this however may become 
academic. 
In 
Moscone’s 
view, 
Reagan will probably veto SB 400 
because he has become locked into 
the 
position 
of 
opposing 
any 
legislation 
using 
the 
term 
“ collective bargaining.” 
Moscone became state senator 
after serving as supervisor of San 
Francisco County. He savors his 
election to the senate because it 
came about when his opposition to 
the state highway trust fund was one 
factor blocking a freeway that was 
already under contruction through 
San Francisco. His opponents, hand 
in hand with construction trades 
people, 
were 
contending 
that 
Moscone’s 
action 
cost 
San 
Francisco the loss of something like 


$300 million in federal funds which 
were withdrawn as the freeway was 
shutdown. , 
Moscone has embraced conflict of 
interest legislation set fourth in SB 
716 but says it is only human for him 
and other legislators to chafe 
somewhat 
under 
the 
stiff 
requirements 
for 
reporting 
economic interests. 
Here are more of Moscone’s 
views: 
— Although he didn’t issue a 
ringing declaration favoring the 
extension of the Brown Secret 
Meeting 
Act 
to 
legislative 
committees, he said governmental 
meetings should be held in public as 
contrasted to secret or private 
meetings. 
He also noted in a reflection on the 
Brown Act: “ It’s happening on a 
piece meal fashion.” 
Moscone also feels academic 
freedom has suffered under Reagan 
and suggests that Reagan’s Prop. 1 
initiative that will be voted on in 
November poses threats to the 
ambitious early childhood program 
that was inaugurated throughout the 
state this year. 
Moscone opposes “ the regulation 
of consenting conduct” as proposed 
by 
authors 
of 
legislation 
on 
pornography, believes in keeping 
the Public Utilities Commission and 
the 
Highway 
Commission 
autonomous and “ free of pork 
barrel politics.”
